Apropos of the lato trials for libel 
the London Spectator suggests that the 
world would be better and happier if a 
much closer legal veil were thrown 
round tho sanctity of private life. 
There are thousands of men, and hun- 
dreds of thousands of women, to whom 
any nicntiom at all in public news- 
papers, except in the most honorific or 
in tho most conventional way, is a do- 
finite, sometimes almost an intolerable, 
pain ; and why, for no purpose produc- 
tive of any good, should they be pain- 
ed ? Why should a private man's ap- 
pearance be satirized, or his wife's 
manners be ridiculed, in a public jour- 
nal any more than in society 1 If a 
man enters public life in any way, or 
goes on the stage, or in any other Jashion 
courts notice, he must, of course, take his 
chance of criticism, and has implicitly 
consented to stand fire. 



CANADA. 



Defalcations and Failures in Montreal 
and Other Items. 



Toronto, Nov. 27. — Irregularities 
are reported in the Custom House here. 
An examination of the books is said to 
show tho cash to be short §20,000, said 
to have been spent in land speculation. 
Collector James E. Smith and Cashier 
William McKay are implicated. 

ThheeRivers, Nov. 27. — The steam- 
ship LI. Bellona, reported wrecked, has 
been floated, and passed to sea at 7:30 
this morning. 

Montreal, Nov. 27. — It is reported 
here that the Imperial Government is 
establishing a reserve of ten thousand 
men in Canada, composed of militia of 
the Dominion, for active service at 
home or abroad, if required. 

Montreal, Nov. 27. — McGauvran, 
Tucker it Co., lumber merchants, havo 
failed. Liabilities, $270,000. It is ex- 
pected that there will be a surplus of 
§50,000 when the estate is wound up, 
and only time is required to pay in full. 

St. Johns, N. B., Nov. 28.— The 
steamer Arizona sailed hence this af- 
ternoon for Liverpool, having repaired 
the damage suffered from her recent 
collision witli an iceberg. 



China. 

The rumors of an impending out- 
break between China and Japan con- 
tinue. Both countries are well pre- 
pared for war. They only want a 
master mind fit to organize plans and 
take supreme command, ft is openly 
said that China and Ilussia have made 
a compact with each other in special 
view of war at an early date, 

Sir Jolin Smale, the Chief Justice of 
Hongkong, made an important declar- 
ation with regard to so-called domestic 
slavery among the Chinese. He de- 
clares all slavery in whatover form 
illegal, and takes blame to himself, 
with every other Government officer, 
for allowing tho forms of slavery open- 
ly existing there to gain the dimensions 
they have. The number of slaves in 
Hongkong is variously estimated be- 
tween 10,000 and 20,000. 

Mr. Francis of Hongkong has given 
an important decision in regard to the 
opium monopoly. Ho holds that a 
contract between a farmer and a sub- 
licensee containing conditions not for- 
mally approved by the Governor and 
Council cannot be enforced, This es- 
tablishes another huge barrier to the 
snccess of the farmer, and it is feared 
that the Colony's finances may ulti- 
mately sutler very seriously from this 
opium muddln.

The monks of the Gothard Hospico 
state that during the year ending Sept. 
30th they have relieved 11,101 indi- 
gent wayfarers of all nations, among 
whom they have distributed 45,9GG 
rations. They have also granted hos- 
pitality to 132 persons suffering from 
the effects of exposure. 

London Jfayfair: "There is a strange 
story going round that a Russian pea- 
sant-woman who formed one of a party 
of pilgrims to the Holy City tho other 
day, begged, during her sojourn in 
Rome, for an audience with the Pope, 
alleging as an excuse that sho had a 
weighty secrofc to impart. His Holi- 
ness, acting under advice, declined tho 
proffered honor. The peasant, how- 
ever, before leaving, confided to one of 
tho priests of the Vatican that she was 
bidden by her mother on her deathbed 
to acquaint the Pope that a huge trea- 
sure (some 6,000,000 gold roubles) had 
been hidden in the city of Moscow by 
Napoleon I. during his stay there in 
1S12, and that the whereabouts of this 
treasure was known only to the pil- 
grim. 

Don Carlos has not, as alleged, beon 
expelled, but has been told that if he 
continued to travel about Prance for 
tho purpose of demons! -ations ho will 
incur that penalty. He therefore re- 
paired to England, but this was under 
a previous arrangement, and he returns 
to Paris in a few weeks, when lie will 
doubtless show that he Las p. ufited by 
the warning.

On the 29 th of December next Mr. 
Gladstone will be seventy years old. 
It is intended to give the statesman a 
dinner in some public building in Lon- 
don, and to fix the price of tickets so 
low that workingmen, who are special- 
ly invited to attend, can pay it. Tho 
day being an inconvenient one for 
many persons, it is proposed to cele- 
brate the event on some day as near 
the 29th of December as practicable.

Tho tenders fur tho construction of the 
Emory soction, C.P.R. , have been open- 
ed, but tho name of tho lowest tenderer 
lias not boon made public. Twenty-three 
whole tenders havo been received. Each 
tender probably is fourfold, that is, for 
tho four sub-sections. A deposit of §20,- 
000 had to accompany each tender, allow- 
ing §5,000 for each section. This amount 
probably prevented more tenders than 
there boing made. Notwithstanding 
this, it is believed that several of tho ten- 
ders submitted aro mere "kites" ilown by 
a combination of contractors, said to com- 
prise, among othors, Messrs. Purcell & 
Hugh Ryan, Smith & Ripley, John Gin- 
ty <fc Goodwin. 'J'lio mocha operandi of 
flying "kites" is similar to that of buying 
and soiling the lowest tenders, with tho 
excoption that in this caHe tho "kite"' is 
ilown by ono of the-combination, who re- 
mains in tho firm, but withdraws his ten- 
dor in favour of tho nest highest tondor, 
should it bo by chance, as frequently hap- 
pens, ono of those sent in by tho combin- 
ation. Apart from this, it is anticipated 
that tho work will be let at two and a-half 
millions of dollars less than tho estimated 
cost, and this is said to be because the 
employment of Chineso labour for shovel 
work lias been relied on. — Cor. Globe. 

Tho tenders for tho British Columbian 
section of tho Pacific Railway will be 
opened to-day by tho Minister of Public 
Works, in the absence of the Minister of 
Railways. We understand that they 
range from nine to fifteen millions uf dol- 
lars, and it is openly stated that a well- 
known Ottawa contractor, an equally well 
known American contractor, and another 
who is associated with tho work on a sec- 
tion east of Winnipeg have got what is 
called the " inside track,''- and will secure 
the contract at a very much higher figure 
than oleven millions, which practical men 
hold to bo about the fair value of the 
work.

Is an Ironclad Flsot Coming? 

An Ottawa paper says : — Admiral Do 
Horsey some time since reported that the 
fleet in tho Pacific was not sufficiently 
strong. His own combat with tho now 
famous Huascar, when ho was flying his 
tlag as Admiral on tho Shah, an unarmor- 
od vessol, brought this fact into strong 
prominence, and had it not been for tho 
masterly seamanship exhibited by tho Bri- 
tish vessel and the cbporation of tho 
Amythyst, a naval disaster might have 
been reported. The Admiralty accord- 
ingly dispatched tho Triumph, a largo 
iron-clad, carrying 14 guns of heavy cali- 
bre, to relieve the Shah, and subsequently 
tho iron-clad Shannon to Valparaiso. 
Latest reports announce that tho Comus; 
a powerful and heavily armed vessol 
built uf steel on ono 'if the new models, 
lias received orders to reinforce the squad- 
ron in Pacific waters, and tho Northum- 
berland, another largo iron-clad, is under 
orders for tho samo waters.

Nkw Colonial Bishops.— On the 1st 
inst. tho Rev. Acton W. Sillitoe, lato chap- 
lain to the British Legation at Darmstadt, 
was consecrated Bishop of New West- 
minster, B.C., at Croydon, the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and Bishops of 
London, Rochester, Columbia and An- 
tigua taking part in tho ceremony. Tho 
ceremony was preached by the Rev. tho 
Earl of Musgravc. The Rev. .Tosiah 
Brown Pearson, L.L.D. , Vicar of Now- 
ark-upon-Tront, has just boon oloctod 
Bishop of Newcastle, Australia, in suc- 
cession to Dr. William Tyrrol. Ho was 
born in 1841, and was graduated at St. 
John's College, Cambridge, in 1864, and 
subsequently elected to a fellowship. 
Having been ordainod in 186(3 by the 
Bishop of Ely, ho was successively lec- 
turer of St. John's College, curate of St. 
Michael's, Cambridge and of Horningsea, 
Cambridgeshire, ono of the preachers of 
the Chapel Royal, Whitehall, from 1872 
to 1874, and Hulsean lecturer at Cam- 
bridgo in 1872. In the same year ho was 
also Ramsden Pretoher. Ho has hold the 
Crown living of Newark since 1874, is the 
author of several, theological works, and 
enjoys the reputation of being a moderate 
and consistent High Churchman.

London, Nov. 20. — In the Court of 
Queen's Bench, to-day, Lord Chief Jus- 
tico Cockburn delivered judgment refus- 
ing the application of Labouchere, of 
Truth, for a maadamvs to compol Sir Rob- 
ert Cardon, magistrate, to hoar further 
ovidonce in justification of tho alloged li- 
bel against Lawsou, of tho Daily Tele- 
graph. Tho Lord Chief Justice said that 
tho attompt to havo tho Court prescribe 
to a magistrate what ovidenco ho should 
receive or reject was certainly anomalous. 
Tho Court had no authority in that form 
to do any such thing, and it ought not to 
hesitate a momont to discharge tho rulo 
nisi.

The Japan Gazette contains the fol- 
lowing : — 

Rumors continue to nrrivo from 
China to the effect that the Chineso 
Government havo taken an attitude 
upon the Loo Choo question threaten- 
ing to the pence of Japan. No authen- 
tic particulars arc, however, at hand 
tending to confirm tho reports. 

A discovery has been made of tho 
existence in circulation of spurious yen 
of the first and second issues, The 
workmanship in both cases is excellent 
and it is impossible, upon the closest 
comparison, to dotect the counterfeit 
coin by its outward appearance. 

Tho complaint of the Government, 
re-echoed by the Japanese Tress, is that 
imports exceed exports so largely that 
foreign trade is really injurious to tho 
country.

CANADA. 
Halifax, Nov. 20. — Honry Mor- 
ris and sister, John Winters and two 
men named Lovely were drowned at 
Advocate harbor by the upsetting of a 
sailboat in a gale.

Paris, Nov, 28. — Minister Wadding- 
ton assured a deputation, which waited 
upon him to urgo tho dismissal of reac- 
tionary officials, that measures were 
being taken in tho matter. 

London, Nov, 28. — A Paris dispatch 
says : Lepers, Minister of the Interior, 
has published his report upon tho sub- 
ject of a plenary amnesty.

GERMANY, 

Berlin, Nov. 28.— The Official

— On Sunday 
evening the house of Alex mder Mc- 
Michael, on Church street, was enter- 
ed by thieves, who carried off his Wife's 
jowcl case, containing diamonds Valu- 
ed at S2,500. Mr. and Mrs. Mc- 
Mfcliael wero at the residence of the 
latter's late father, Mr. C. K. Rogers, 
who was then lying dead in the house, 
and tho servant girl went to the church, 
leaving tho place entirely deserted. 
Whan Mr. and Mrs. McMichael re- 
turned they discovered their loss, and 
informed tho detectives, who told them 
to keep tho matter secret. Tho thief 
or thieves entered by tho back yard 
and through the kitchen window, 
which had boon loft insecurely fasten- 
ed. A strango incident about the 
affair is that Mr. McMichael had five 
pistols, all of which he keeps loaded in 
a convenient placo; when ho wont into 
his bedroom whence the jewels wore 
stolon, ho found tho weapons lying in 
a row on tho buroau all cocked. 

Alexander Bryson, Customs Ap- 
praiser, Montreal, died very suddenly 
from heart diseaso on Saturday. 

Montreal, Nov. 21. — At an auc- 
tion sale of 600 cases of rubber shoes, 
etc., the goods, all classed as "seconds," 
advanced about 20 per cent, over last 
year's pricos. 

Gibson, who was sentenced to ten 
years' imprisonment for tho man- 
slaughter of Bell, the waiter on tho 
steamer Manitoba, escapod from the 
Manitoba Penitentiary Friday, and has 
not yet been recaptured.

"cheapor" raco than tho Chinese. Tho 
Zulus may come to bo preferred in 
Liberal circlos, ovon to the Chinose. 
Pack up your traps, white men, and 
loavo the country — when tho Liborals 
coma into power. But they aro not 
on the way yet. — Ollaica Citizen, 

We deeply regret to learn that Mr. 
W. H. Himsworth, Clork to the Privy 
Council, is confined to his residence by 
illness. 

Ottawa, Nov. 20. — Tho test case in 
the Supreme Court, that of Smith vs. 
the Queen, is an appeal from judgment 
in the Exchequer Court on a doniurrcr. 
This is n petition of right to recover 
somo $700,000 claimed to be due for 
work on section i, Intercolonial Rail- 
way, Decision was given in favor of 
the Crown on the demurrer and the 
appeal sent back. 

The annual meeting of the Dominion 
Board of Trade will open in this city 
on the 20th of January. The City Hall 
has boon engaged for the purpose. 

Halifax, Nov. 26. — A soldier was 
sentenced yesterday to seven years' 
penal servitude and to be dismissed 
from the service with ignominy for 
pushing an officer. 

Montreal, Nov. 20. — Writs of at- 
tachment were issued to day against 
the following: Louis Escalaor, Piorro 
Laren, Leonard Gibeau and Alex. 
Mailloux. The liabilities of the in- 
solvents ave considerable. 

Bowmanville,Nov. 17.— Thenomina- 
tion for West Durham took placo hero 
today. Hon. Edward Blako was the 
only candidate proposed, and ho was 
consequently declared elected by ac- 
clamation. Tho lion, gentleman spoke 
for about two hours. 

Ottawa, Nov, 2. — It seems Sir John 
Macdonald offored the Lieutenant 
Govornorship of Ontario to tho Hon. 
John Carling, and that gentleman de- 
clined, as tho Hon. Senator Macpher- 
son had previously done, publicly. Mr. 
Beverly Robinson is now said to be 
the only available candidate, but there 
are those who claim that the Hon. 
William McDougall is bettor entitled 
to the position. Two or throe Sena- 
tors, it is said, are aspirants, and it is 
believed the appointment of Mr. Bev- 
erly Robinson has not, by any means, 
been finally decided upon. — Free Press. 

Costello's dry goods store, Bcllovillo, 
was entered by burglars between Satur- 
day night and Sunday night, and rob- 
bed of from §700 to $1,000. 

BiiANTFORD, Nov. 18. — Early this 
morning Thomas Martin, newsdealer, 
Market street, committed suicide by 
shooting himself in the head, causing 
instant death. Martin at ono time had 
a bookstoro in Paris, in which ho was 
burnt out. Afterwards ho kept a 
grocery there. About four months 
ago ho purchased the news-stand of 
Thomas Webster, Market street, and 
moved to Brantford. This business 
not proving as good as oxpected, and 
his misfortunes at Paris preying heavily 
on his mind, caused a depression of 
spirits, for which he had been doctor- 
ing. About two months ago ho went 
away to recruit, and it was thought he 
was much better. This morning while 
dressing in his bedroom upstairs it ib 
it is supposed he had occasion to take a 
towel out of the bureau drawer, and 
Baw a revolver that had lain in tho 
drawer sometimo untouched. In tho 
impulse of tho momont he took up tho 
revolver and shot himself in tho head. 
A coroner's inquest was held this after- 
noon and the jury returned a verdict 
that tho deceased came to his death by 
a bullet wound from a revolver tired 
by himself while laboring under a fit of 
insanity. Mrs. Martin has tho heart- 
felt sympathy of the citizens in her sad 
trial. 

Toronto, Nov. 21. — The Quebec 
Ministers have been re-elected. In 
Brome, Mr. Lynch has a majority of 
332; In Sherbrooko, Mr. Robertson's 
majority will probably reach 600; and 
M". Paquet has carried Levis, where M.

2-itli December, but Capt. Fortin, M. 
P., is aiding Mr. Flynn, and there is 
no doubt about tho result. — Mail 

Windsor, Nov, 19. — The peoplo of 
this town and vicinity aro distressed 
beyond measure at the accidental pois- 
oning of Miss Tilly Duck, a girl of 16, 
which occurred the night before last at 
St. Mary's Convent Academy hero. 
The facts in tho melancholy affair were 
found to bo as follows: Miss Duck is 
the daughter of Abraham M. Duck, 
travelling agent for a Detroit trunk 
factory, and was sent to tho convent 
about two months ago to bo oducated. 
On tho night in question sho returned 
as usual to the dormitory with 
tho other girls at nino o'olock, when 
she complained to one of the 
nuns of feoling unwell. Sister Immacu- 
late, who had charge of the medicines 
in the academy, was notified, and gave 
the poor girl a tablespoonful of what 
was supposed to bo brandy, to relievo 
her pains. By somo terrible mistake, 
however, a bottle of laudanum had 
been substituted in the usual place of 
the bottlo of brandy. Miss Duck went 
to bed, and nothing more was thought 
about tho mattor until nearly an hour 
and a half afterwards, when somebody 
smelt tho fumes of laudanum, and tho 
unhappy girl was found insensiblo, and 
died soon after,

A BYLAW 

To Rouulato the Sanitary Condition of 
the City of Victoria. 



Be it enacted by tho Mayor and Coun- 
cil of tho Corporation of the City of Vic- 
toria ns follows: 

1. It shall not bo lawful to lot or occu- 
py, or suffer to by occupied, as a dwelling 
any room unless tho following require- 
ments aro complied with, that is to say: 

(a) Unless such room contain at all 
times at least 381 cubic feet of space 
for each person occupying tho same. 

(b) Unless such room has a window 
mads to open in a manner approved 
by the Board of Health or Health 
Officer of tho City. 

(c) Unless there is appurtenant to such 
room tho use of a water closot, earth 
closet or privy, furnished with pro- 
per doors or coverings, to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Health or 
Health Ofiicer of the City. 

2. Any person who lots, occupies, or 
knowingly suffers to bo occupied, any 
room contrary to the provisions of this 
Bylaw shall be liable for every such of- 
fenco to a penalty not exceeding £50, in 
tho discretion of any Justice of tho 1'eaco 
beforo whom he may he convicted. 

3. Any room in which any person passes 
tho night, or tho principal part of the 
night, shall be deemed to be occupied as a 
dwelling within the meaning of this By- 
law. 

4. Whore two convictions against tho 
provisions of this Bylaw relating to tho 
occupation of a room as a dwelling have 
Liken placo within three months (whether 
tho persons so convicted were or were not 
tho same) any Justice of the Peace may 
direct tho closing of the room so occupied, 
or of the premises to which it belongs, for 
such time as ho may deem necessary, oi 
may empowor tho Board of Health or 
Health Ofiicer of the City permanently to 
eloao tho same. 

5. This Bylaw may be cited for all pur- 
poses a3 " Tho Dwellings Bylaw, 1870."
